Of this amount, a little over 100,000 
bales were paid for in New York, and the 
balance in New Orleans. Up to date the 
McFaddens have not yet thrown their 
second 100,000 bales of cotton at the bull 
clique. It is well known that they have 
not that amount of cotton in control to 
carry out their contracts.

Attitude of State Department. 

Washington, July 1.—TH6 position of 
the administration regarding the propos- 
ed transmission of the pétition of the 
Jewish citizens of the United States to 
the Russian government was made clear 
and positive by @ statement authorized 
by the state department tonight. This 
statement was inspired. by newspaper 
publications reflecting the attitude of the 
Russian government in the event of the 
presentation of such @ petition through 
the medium of the United States em- 
basy at St. Petersburg, Which had 
brought to the attention of high officers 
of the gavernment. given eare- 
ful consideration both here and at Oys- 
ter Bay before a decision wds reached to 
make any declaration regarding the mat- 
ter. The statement is as follows: 

“At the state department it was stated 
by a high official, in the absence of 
Secretary Hay, that the delay in forward- 
ing the petition of the American citizens 
of the Jewish faith as to the ill treat- 
ment of their co-religionists in Russia 
was solely due to the delay in furnish- 
ing the address to the state department 
by the petitioners. The state department 
would, of course, pay no heed to any 
Statement purporting to emanate from 
the Russian government unless such 
statement was made officially in some 
form.or other to our own government. 
The state department has been especial- 
ly careful to act only in accordance with 
all requirements of official propriety, but 
within the limits thus laid down it will 
most certainly not hesitate to give ex- 
pression to the.deep sympathy felt not 
only by the administration, but. by all 
the American people, for the unfortunate 
Jews who have been the 'victims in 
their recent appalling masszercis and out- 
rages.’ In this connection it was pointed 
out by another official, who declaimea 
any purpose to speak in his official ca- 
pacity, however, that it seemed some- 
what strange, to say the least, that the 
Russian government should choose this 
particular method of making a state- 
ment to the American people at the very

Aton to the board of trustées of Mercer. 
The resignation was submitted at a 
}Mneeting of ‘the Macon members of the 
board of trustees of, the university held 
at noon in the office of the dean and 
‘was rather sensationally worded. The 
meeting was an executive one and when 


it; became Known throughout the city 
‘that it had been called to hear from the 
faculty, the trustees knowing that the 
}resignation had been written, the deep- 
est interest was aroused in the situation. 
Of the local board there wére present 
Hon. J. W. Cabaniss, E. W. Mallary, E. 
J. Willingham, Rev. Dr. J. L. White, 
pastor.of the First Baptist: church, -and 
Dr. W. H. Kilpatrick, acting president 
of Mercer, and before the resignation 
had been disposed of each one had ex- 
pressed himself in the plainest and clear- 
est manner on the situation which pro- 
voked the action of the faculty. 

The letter set forth fully the causes 
producing it, and did not mince words in 
doing so. It was concise as well as ex- 
plicit and follows: 


‘To the Honorable Board of Trus- 
tees of Mercer University: Gentlemen— 
The undersigned faculty of the law de- 
partment ‘very respectfully tender our 
resignations upon the conditions and for 
the reasons following: 

“A bill has been offered ‘for ihe ac- 
tion of the general assembly, now in ses- 
sion, not only to make a compulsory two- 
year course in your law school a pre- 
Tequisite for diplomas’ entitling your 
graduates to admission to the bar of the 
state courts, but also to require the state 
board of examiners to dictate the curric- 
ulum of studies or, after your students 
have received your diplomas, to examine 
them before they shall be admitted to 
practice. In case thig or Any equivelent 
change in the law now of force should 
be enacted, it would be quite impossible 
for|the present faculty to continue those 
labors for your..school, in which for the 
last ten years we have been earnestly 
engaged. 

“Beginning with nothing, and asking 
no (pecuniary support from your funds, 
h: your law department we have been 
successful. We have now an average 
graduation class of forty members. The 
proposed legislation will speedily termi- 
naté these hopeful conditions. Our inti- 
mate knowledge of the means of the 
youth who seek instruction at-our hands 
makes it clear that’they could not under- 
take the expense of two years of pro- 
fessional study, , gyn

‘The Georgia 
railroad commission. meets tomorrow 
morning to select Mr. Massey's succes- 
sor. The election of Mr. Massey as 
treasurer was the feature of the annual 
meeting of the Eagle and Phenix mills 
today, at which 8 per cent of the stock 
was represented, the most of it in per- 
$0n. 
The report of President G. Gunby Jor- 
dan showed that the product for the 
fiscal year ending May 31 was the grfeat- 
est of any year in the history of the 
mills, this being due to the efficiency 
of the help and the improved water 
power plant just installed by the com- 
pany, which has enanled the mills to 
run at ail seasons éxcept in times of 
very high water. The cotton eonsump- 
tion of the year at the mills was 17,- 
890 bales... During the year the Girard 
cotton mill was completed and is now in 
full operation. Its bonds, amounting to 
$65,000, were sold at par, without brokers’ 
of bankers’ commissions. 

“Owing to the advatice in the dry goods 
market the cothpany was fortunate in 
making a reasonable profit and a semi- 
‘annuai dividend of 3 per cent was de- 
clared.

" Killed by the Explosion—Mem- 
pers of Rescuing Parties 
Tell of Awful Scenes 
in the Mine.

Hanna, Wyo., July 1-—Of the 38 men 
awho went into the Unton Pacific Coal 
Company's No. 1 mine. 235 were killed by 
‘the explosion of black damp that occur- 
red at 10:30 a. m, yesterday. Most of the 
dead are Finlanders and negroes. 

Members of the rescuing parties tell 
pf pitiful scenes about the seventeenth 
level, which is as deep as it has been pos- 
fible to penetrate. Some of the survivors 
were driven insane and fought like fiends 
Against the rescuers. Dazed, listless sur- 
wivors were sitting on cars or lying on 
%he floor, careless of whether they lived 
or died. Near the eeventeenth level twen- 
ty bodies were found strewn over a pile 
af debris which the men had striven to 
surmount before overcome by the deadly 
fumes. Some were seared and blackened 
hy flames, Dut all had died crawling to- 
ward fresh air. The eleven rescuers, 
“who penetrated this far, were too weak 
to bring out a bod 

For hours the scene at the mouth of 
the level was heart-moving. Mothers, 
wives. sweethearts and children huddled 
together, weeping and wringing their 
bands. Many sat, on shattered timbers 
blown from the mine’s mouth, insensible 
to their surroundings. Some ofthe fran- 
tic ones pushed to the edge of, the gap 
and tried to force a way ‘ato the slope. 

An expert, who went almost to the 
reventeenth level, saye the mine can not 
possibly be cleared for a month, It is 
feared that men in the lower levels were 
“Yorn to pieces by the explosion, which 
hurled gregt timbers high over the town 
and 1,700 feet beyond the mouth of the 
slope. The fire hosses who had reported 
all safe before working time yesterday 
met death while making a second in- 
spection.

STOP BUSINESS 


Watts Liquor Law Closes 
Down Many Plants In 
North Carolina. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 1—(Special.)\—As a 
result! of the Watts Hquor regulation 
law, twenty- -seven. distilleri#@s have etop- 
ped business in Iredell county, all these 
having been in the country. Only six 
cf these were steam distilleries. The 
distillers sold. their whisky at an aver- 
age of about $1.40 a gallon, including the 
government, tax of $f.10.«-The total sum 
received for the liquor made by these 
distilleries was only $86,000. .Many dis- 
tillers of the wester: district have re 
newed tteir bonds. They know this 
means.arrest by the ‘state officers July 
1. -These arrests will be promptly and 
Strictly made. The distillers appear to 
think; that this will make a test of the 
constitutionality of the Watts law, which 
requires distilleries to be in ineorporated 
towns. The state officers take a very 
determined position. The revenue_ of- 
ficers| assert that they cannot declim to 
renew the bonds whenever distillers seek 
them, and that they will assign a deputy 
collector and storekeeper and gauger to 
duty wherever a distiller’ expresses his 
to continue operations. 
Under the Watts law each day’s opera- 
tion of a still outside of an incorporated 
town which grants it License is a sep- 
arate offense. It is intimated thgt if 
store’ keepers and gaugers are arrested 
charged with being accessory to the dis- 
tilling, the government will tragesfer 
their; cases’to the federal court. Thus 
both ‘sides are drawn up ready for ac- 
tion July 1. The Watts law is very care- 
fully’ drawn, and the state authorities, 
os wel as Senator Siminons, -whv was 
one of those who prepared ik, are sure 
there is no loophole of escape. 

All| the state officers are- here to at- 
tend'a meeting of the state board of 
education at which the question of the 
continuation of the seven negro normal 
schools as at present, or their consolida- 
tion, will be considered.

WILL HEBREWS 
DROP SABBATH 


And Adopt Christian Sun- 
day?--That Question Up 
to the Rabbis. 


Detroit, July 1.—The Sabbath question, 
one @f the most important matters now 
before the Jewish people, was taken up 
at the forenoon session today by the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis. 
Rabbi J. .Vorsanger, of San Francisco, 
chairman of the Sabbath committee, 
pointed at the last 
ference to consider all 
Jewish Sabbath and _ the 
changing it from Sabbath to Sunday, 
presented the report of the committee. 
The committee, after a most carefu] con- 
sideration, decided that it had no juris- 
diction to recommende anything in the 
nature of legislation looking toward any 
change and decided that the conference 
was incompetent to legislate any funda- 
mental Jewish institution out of exist- 
ence. 

The commission reported that a defini- 
tion of the religious authority that should 
regulate authority dnd discipline of the 
Jews was paramount to any other ques- 
tion, They recommended the creation of 
a national conference, composed of rab- 
bis and laymen, constituting an authority 
to which all questions of ritual and dis- 
cipline might be referred. This plan is in 
effect a scheme to consolidate the con- 
ference of the ‘American rabbis and the 
union of American Hebrew congregations 
for the purpose of creating an organic 
union between both bodies. Fhe com- 
miission also reported that whfle historic- 
ally they could not find any argument to 
declare a change from Sabbath to Sunday 
schismatic they would prefer to relegate 
so important a question to any future 
authority properly constituted to decide

Chicago, July 1—Retaliation against 
dhe southern states that have disfranch- 
ised negroes was urged tonight by United 
States Senator Hopkins. 

Senator Hopkins was one of the speak- 
érs at a meeting called for the purpose 
of condemning the action of the persons 
who took part in the Belleville, Ilis., 
lynching. He denounced the lynchers in 
strong terms and then proceeded to a 
discussion of the negro question. 

“In my eighteen years of service in 
congress it has been my pleasure to re- 
mark the ability of a score of negro 
congressmen who represented at one time 
the states of Mississippi, Alabama and 
Louisiana,’’ he said. 

‘It is a shame and a Deniers: to these 
etates thait there are no longer men of 
color in their congressional delegations. 
It is a shame to the nation that the hew- 
ers of wood and the drawers of water dn 
these states are not represented by men 
of their own class and until public senti- 
ment has been aroused and these states 
return negroes to congress it will continue 
to be a disgrace to the~people of the 
United States.”’

MOYER IS WARDEN: 
HAWK GOES OUT 


Continued from First Page. 
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cessor. He resides in Chicago and will 
start for Atlanta at once. Captain Pet- 
ty’s place has not yet been filled, but F. 
A. Chappell, a guard, is temporarily act- 
ing as captain of the day watch. These 
are the cnanges wrougalt by the coming 
of the new warden, 

In fact if Colonel Moyer had paraded 
up to the prison with a dozen braying 
brass bands, fore and aft, nis advent 
could net have ‘set in motion a sensation 
greater than the one tnat thrilled the 
prison all the morning long. 

“I do mot know why any change was 
made in the management of the prison,” 
remarked Warden Moyer, ensconced in 
the comfortable office of tne prison. 
‘All I know is that‘the place was orfered 
to me and I accepted.” 

Ex-Warden Hawk Talks. 


Ex-Warden Hawk, so lately deposed, 
was equally in the dark, besp2aking hin- 
self tus: 

‘The. prison sbatude for itself. Tie dis- 
cipline is smooth as clockwork. ‘The 
finances balance to a cent; there’s nota 
postage stamp that’s unaccounted for. 
There has not been, however,.4he very 
best of feeling among certain prison Of- 
ficials, Probably the government thougnat 
best to do away witn every one of us 
concerned, accordirig to public rumor, in 
this unpleasartness. Otherwise 1 cannot 
é€xplain what has happened.” 

And so matters stand, but the fact re- 
mains that Colonel Moyer, within the 
prisen walis, sayeth to that man ‘Come,’ 
and he cometh, and to another man, 
“Go,”’ and he goeth; while Colonel Hawk 
speaks no commands and wears the pre- 
fix ‘‘ex’’ on the front end of his tite. 

The coming of Colonel Moyer yester- 
day was a surprise principally on ac- 
count of its suddeness, for there had 
long been: prophecies that Colonel Hawk's 
days as warden of the prison were vn 
the wane. These prophecies sprang into 
incipient being some four months ago 
and have been growing in frequency and 
rersistency ever since. 


Result of Investigation. 


About four months ago it was an in- 
vestigation, growing out of certain com- 
plaints made of Warden Hawk, was 
held and, so the public thought for a 
time, served only to intrench the warden 
and other ’officials of the prison more 
deeply in authority and in the favor of 
their Uncle Sam. 

But Nke a snfoldering fire, slowly eat- 
‘ing its -way tBhreugh-a burning maas and 
only now and then bursting forth in 
visible flame, the “friction” among the 
prison officials has smoldered always and 
made itself manifest at Mmtervals. Each‘ 
time there was less of an interval be- 
tween the hot little jets of flame. 

Finally Congressman .Livingston. came 
along and giving utterance to an oracular 
remark that “things were in a mess at 
the federal prison,’’ but when pressed .for 
further utterances he still remained orac4- 
lar and-refused to explain what he had 
said. merely wagging his head with the 
air of one who might but wouldn’t. 

Then Captain Petty madé a public decla- 
ration that some,one, he didn’t intimate 
who, had he believed, been tampering 
with and reading his own private mall and 
the tension within the prison, according 


| to public gossip, became stretched until 


quite taut. 

A few days ago there came clicking 
along the wires a message from Joliet, 
Tliis., that seemed to throw some. light on 
the ‘oracular words of Congressman Liv- 
ineston. This message declared that 
Warden Murphy, of the Tllinois state 
penitentiary, had declined an offer of 
Colonel Hawk's place at the federal pris- 
on in Atlanta—and that he _  deelined 
though offered the goodly sum of $4,000 
per annum and practically a lifetime job. 


Hawk Still in the Dark. 


Colonel Hawk was ‘interviewed in re- 
gard to this dispatch from Joliet and 
stated that if it were true the offer had 
been made to Warden Murphy without 
so much as a “by your leave’ as far as 
he (Colonel Hawk) was concerned. 

A few days, perfectly placid and undis- 
turbed by rumors or telegrams, followed 
this, but while the surface, visible to the 
naked eye, was all unruffied the officials 
of the great department of justice in 
busy Washington, were planning an up- 
heaval in the prison, way down here in 
Atlanta. 

By onday all this planning, discuss- 
ing and conferring was at an end, and 
om Tuesday the newly appointed warden 
of the prison, Colonel Moyer, closed up 
his business as special examiner, bade 
farewell to his wife and family and 
boarded a train Atlanta-bound. This 
train rolled into the union depot bright 
and eariy yesterday morning, and. the 
first thing the new warden did was to eat 
a hearty breakfast. Colonel Hawk, all 
unconscious of impending fate, was en- 
gaged in precisely the same occupation 
at just the same time in the dining room 
of his official home, 

Breakfast over, Colonel Moyer inquired 
the way to the federal! prison, and in pur- 
suance to his instructions entered a street 
ear for his final destination.

ignorant and the worthless.” And then 
the excellent Herald says “this is the 
doctrine advocated by The Herald.” 

The Constitution ig surely pleased 
to know that there is this one point 
of agreement between it and its Bos- 
ton contemporary and only wishes The 
Herald would be as constant to the 
principle as we have been. 

For here in Georgia that principle 
has been in continuous and just opera- 
tion for twenty-six years. There is no 
discrimination in this state between 
voters on account of race. Any citi- 
zen, black or white, who has complied 
with the regulations of the suffrage 
that apply to all alike, may vote in any 
of our elections.

Some general and workable plan is 
needed to lift up the white people of 
the south to conditions of litevacy that 
will remove from our section the incu- 
bus of ignorance that now weighs so 
heavily upon them. It will need a pa- 
triotism of the strongest texture and a 
spirit of cheerful sacrifice that will 
seem very hard at first, but in the long 
run the ideal will ve reached.

Yet the house took 
up fully two hours.yesterday with dis- 
cussion on the bill by Mr. Fussell, of 
Chattahoochee, providing for an amend- 
ment to the bridge laws. It is claimed 
the whole disturbance grew out of a dis- 
pute! between the county commissioners 
of Chattahoochee and thase of Muscogee, 
as to the burden of expenses for the 
Upatole creek © bridge. Why Upatoie 
creek, nobody knows, but suffice it to say 
Upatoie creek seems to have been the 
first icause of all the trouble. 

Mr: Fusgell’s whole object is to repeal 
an amendment to section 610 of the code, 
passed in 1901, which changed the method 
somewhat, of apportioning the expense 
as between two counties connected by 
bridge or ferry. That amendment ap- 
portioned the expense both in accord- 
ance| with taxable values in each coun- 
ty, and in accordance with the number 
of people from each county who use such 
bridge or ferry. There was @ question of 
arbitration also involved, which’ added to 
the interest. Mr. Fussell’s bill sought to 
repeal that amendment, and go back to 
the old law, in which the sole basis is 
taxable values. 

The whole question nveives appeared 
to be an effort on the part of the larger 
county on the one hand, and the smaller 
county on the other, each to cut down its 
share of the expense.

Visits At- 
lanta Brokers’ Offices, 


Tickets Stolen in Texas Depot Rob- 
bery Turn Up in Several, Large 
Cities—Sent Out from Knox- 
ville, Tenn.—Atianta 

Gets Her Share. 


H. A. Koach, assistant superintendent 
of the Pinkerton Detective Agency, ar- 
rived here yesterday morning in tracing 
up clues in regapd to a depot robbery 
in Texas, and before night found that 
a number of the railroad tickets stolen 
at that time had been purchased by 
brokers In Atlanta. The proper railroad 
authorities were immediately notified, 
with the result that ell of the tickets 
so far as known were immediately con- 


fiscated. : 

On the night of May 9 last the ticket 
office of the Southern Pacific Company 
at Guero, Tex., was broken into and 
about $18.000 worth of blank tickets 
stolen. During the past month these 
tickets have been appearing in the large 
cities of the United States, at such points 
as New Orleans.’ Atlanta, Buffalo, New 
York, St. Loujs, Washington and other 


eastern points. 

S. F. B. Morse, passenger traffic man- 
ager of the Southern Pacific Company, 
notified the Raflway Ticket Protective 
hureau, which fs en organization of all 
the rallroads in the United States re- 
cently formed, and of which the chair- 
men of the several territorial passenger 
associations are the executive board, re- 
garding this theft. The matter was 
placed in the hands of the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency, who are retained by 
the protective bureau, which is engaged 
in ferreting out crooked work in connec- 
tion with the ticket business. It was 
found that a party by the name of J. F. 
Mahoney, claiming to reside at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., was Offering these tickets 
to brokers through the mails. H. A. 
Koach, assistant superintendent of the 
Pinkerton agency of Chicago, on arrival 
‘in Knoxville last Frfday, found that the 
party who had been calling for mail at 
the hotel addressed to J. F. Mahoney 
was J. T. Smith, a ticket broker with 
bad records at Charlestén, New Orleans 
and Buffalo. Smith was placed under 
arrest and a careful search made of his 
baggage. No tickets, however, were 
found in his baggage. A _ preliminaty 
hearjng was held Monday and Smith 
succeeded in gaining his freedom by 
means of habeas corpus proceedings, as 
he could positively establish an alfbi that 
he was not in Texas at the time this 
ticket office at Cuero was robbed. 

Mr. Koach came to Atlanta from Knox- 
ville, arriving here yesterday morning. 
Upon investigation he found that a num- 
ber of these stolen tickets had been pur- 
chased by the brokers located in this 
city. Unfortunately some of these tick- 
ets had been sold by the brokerage firms 
to eastern points. Those which they still 
getained were confiscated and will be re- 
turned to the Southern Pacific Company. 

Upon careful examination of the tickets 
it may be seen that the stamp used in 
executing them was a forged stamp. The 
stamp also reals “Gulf, Western Texas 
and Pacific Railroad,” when the real 
name of the issuing line is Gulf, Western 


on the tickets also shows that a straight 
punch mstead of a regular punch was 
used, and any one experienced in the 
handling of tickets would readily suspect 
the valdity of them. 

A prominent railroad official had this 
to say: 

“This case is another one of the many 
proofs of the risks which the public run 
when they purchase transportation from 
ticket brokers. A passenger found in 
possession of one of these tickets might 
have some difficulty in explaining how 
he happened to have possession of stolen 
goods. 

“The investigation is being continued in 
all the large cities and it is confidently 
expected that before long all of these 
tickets will be recovered unless they will 
be destroyed by the brokets in whose 
hands they happen to fall. This is only 
one of the numerous instances which 
have lately occurred of a similar na- 
ture.”’

County Commissioners Against Sen- 
tencing Boys to the Re- 
formatory. 


The Fulton county commissioners are 
opposed to Judge Broyles, of the city 
police’ court, sentencing boys to the coun- 
ty reformatory. 

At the regular meeting of the board 
of commissioners each member of that 
body declared himself in favor of calling 
upon Governor Terrell to veto the bill 
which is to give Judge Broyles ‘this 
power 

The reasons advanced by the commis-— 
sioners are that fhe city recorder cannot 
impose a sentence of more ‘than thirty 
days, and that if juvenile offenders are 
sent to the reformatory for so short a 
period the nurpose of the institution will! 
be defeated. 

They declare that the only way a re- 
formatory can be made effective is tc try 
the proposed candidate before a jury and 
sentence him to a considerable term of 
servitude, investing the county author- 
ities with the power to release him on 
parole when it is deemed advisable. 

The county commissioners. favor Judge 
Broyles binding over to the- city court 
any hovs whom he believes ought to he 
placed in such an institution as the Ful- 
ton county reformatory.

Newport, R. I., July 1—The three 
American cup yachts raced again today 
over a BX%-mile winward and leeward 
course, and once more the Reliance dem- 
onstrated her superiority over the Colum- 
bia and Constitution. The 1903 boat de- 


feated the Constitution by 5 minutes 30 
seconds and the Columbia by 5 minutes 49 
seconds. The latter was beaten 19 sec- 
onds by Mr. Belmont’s craft, but is an 
easy winner over her on time allowance. 

The time of 3 hours 4 minutes and 27 
seconds made by the Reliance betters the 
new cup course record of 3 hours 9 min- 
utes 58 seconds made on Monday by the 
new boat. The Constitution today came 
within 4 seconds of the thme made Mon- 
d@ay and the old Defender was but 23 
seconds behind it. 

Not only was the beat to windward 
made in remarkably fast time by all the 
contestants, but on the run home with 
apinakers and balloons pulling like mad, 
the three sloops fairly flew. The Reliance 
again excelled the Constitution at this 
kind of sailing, covering the 15 miles in

THE DAY IN WALL STREET, 


New York, July 1.—The newly awakened 
hope on the part of commission brokers 
of a revival of speculation which prompt- 


dismiss the resolution of members in fa- 
vor of a holiday on Friday received a’ 
setback today. All the 
gone out of the market and-the apathetic 
conditions of last week seemed to be re- 
newed in full force. Yesterday’s stiffen- 
ing of the loan rate to 10 per cent served 
to intimidate the trading element. The 
rate did not go above 6 per cent today, 
and in the late dealings eased off to nomi- 
nal figures after the principal demand 
had been satisfied. The course of the cail 
money market, however, was felt to be 
due to the moderation displayed by stock 
market borrowers, and the late easing of 
the rate had no other effect than a moa- 
erate recovery from the earlier depression 
in the market due to the covering of 
shortS by professional traders. The re- 
covery halted at about last night's level, 
and the closing was rather heavy. Yes- 
terday’s sudden advance of over 2 points 
in United States Steel preferred, which 
was coincident with the return to the 
street after a long absence of a: noted 
operator conspicuous in the flotation 
period of the United States Steel securi- 
ties, had aroused some hope that a renew- 
ed bull campaign was to be undertaken in 
those securities under syndicate auspices, 
but the inertia of the preferred stock in 
the neighborhood of 82, which is the sub- 
scription price offered to employees, 
strengthened the surmise that that price 
level was the objective of yesterday's 
movement. The renewed strength in the 
cotton market disappointed the hopes that 
the violent speculation there was near to 
a culmination, and the firmness of the 
corn market was also a detriment to 
stocks, although the sharp reacthon in 
wheat was favorably regarded. Atchison, 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific were 
carried a point under last night at one 
time.
